Reporter Bishop utilizes the 
hour-by-hour style he has made 
famous in re-enacting the dark 
hours of Nov. 22, 1963. 

It is a graphic report in crisp 
journalistic style; at times it re- 
peats what is generally known 
about the assassination of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy; at other 
times it uncovers information 
not widely known. For instance: 
For as much as 30 minutes 
on Nov. 22, 1963, the U.S. was 
powerless to retaliate instanta- 
neously to a nuclear attack be- 
cause the military man with 
the locked attache case contain- 
ing electronic apparatus with 
which the President could call 
for a nuclear attack was lost. 

Members of the Kennedy 
group aboard Air Force One 
conspired, against President 
Johnson’s specific order, Bishop 
states, to keep the new Presi- 
dent out of the casket photos 
when the plane landed in Wash- 
ington.

The time of President Kenne- 
dy’s death was deliberately 
changed to at least 14 minutes 
later, “probably” to respect a 
religious conviction of Mrs. Ken- 
nedy, according to Bishop.
